THE STAR OUT OF JACOB AND 
THE STAR OF DAVID 


6 HE Spirit of God came upon Ba- 


laam the Moabite and he was com- 
pelled to prophesy concerning Israel’s 
coming Messiah. “I see him, but not now; 
I behold him but not nigh: there shall 
come forth a star out of Jacob and a 
sceptre shall rise out of Israel, * * * and 
out of Jacob shall one have dominion.” 
Num. 24:17-19. 

The Star that shall come forth out of 
Jacob has as His appropriate emblem the 
six-pointed Star of David, which is com- 
posed of two interlaced triangles. The 
triangle has often been used to symbolize 
the threefold nature of man—-spirit, mind, 
and body. The double triangle is a fit- 
ting symbol of King Messiah, who is per- 
fect man and who is God (Isa. 9:6,7), 
also a triune Being. 

The Zionist flag contains this six- 
pointed Star of David. Is not the incor- 
poration of this emblem in the Zionist 
ensign a significant though unconscious 
preparation for Him whose coming draws 
near (Isa. 11:12) ?The One whom Balaam 
saw prophetically from afar is now near 
at hand, as the fulfillments described in 
these pages abundantly testify. 

The “Rod Out of the Stem of Jesse” 

Across the brook Kidron on the west 
slopes of the Mount of Olives lies the 
Garden of Gethsemane. Within the Gar- 
den are several ancient olive trees, with 
trunks gnarled and partially decayed, yet 
still bearing fruit. One of the most inter- 
esting facts concerning the olive tree is 
that it may become apparently dead for a 
time, yet out of an old stump (see Job 
14:7-9) a branch may grow forth and 
the tree again bear fruit. This fact fur- 
nishes a vivid commentary upon Isaiah’s 
prediction concerning Messiah: “And 
there shall come forth a rod out of the 
stem of Jesse, and a branch shall grow 
out of his roots” (11:1). The family of 
Jesse was and is now apparently a dead 
family in Israel, with no one to sit upon 
the throne of David. Yet out of that pre- 
sumably dead stump of the family tree 
there came forth the One who alone is 
able to establish His rightful claim to the 
throne of David. He is the “righteous 
Branch” raised unto David (Jer. 23:5), 
“the Branch of the Lord” (Isa. 4:2), “the 
man whose name is the Branch” (Zech. 
6:12), and “my servant the Branch” 
(Zech. 3:8). 

One cannot visit a place so sacred to 
our memory as Gethsemane without paus- 


ing to read again from God’s Word the 
record of the Savior’s agony. With a sol- 
emn joy comes the realization anew: 


“For me it was in the garden 
He prayed—‘Not my will but Thine;’ 
He had no tears for His own griefs, 
But sweat drops of blood for mine. 


“How marvelous! How wonderful! 
And my song shall ever be: 
How marvelous! How wonderful! 
Is my Savior’s love for me.” 


Jerusalem the Foundation of Peace 

Jerusalem means city of peace, or foun- 
dation of peace. Throughout its history, 
however it hasn’t been a city of peace, but 
rather of war and bloodshed. Since 
David’s time the city has suffered forty- 
six sieges and captures, seventeen of which 
were complete destructions. From the 
prophetic Word it is certain, however, 
that God purposes to make Jerusalem ul- 
timately a city of glorious peace and pros- 
perity, 

At that time, moreover, Jerusalem shall 
not only be “The City of Peace” but the 
foundation of peace for the entire world. 
Peace will never be established on the 
earth until there is peace in Jerusalem 
with Israel’s King and Messiah, the Prince 
of Peace (Isa. 9:6, 7), reigning there. 

Can God’s people contemplate these 
marvelous truths without a quickening 
heartbeat and a stirring of the deepest 
emotions? There is a practical exhortation 
in the Word of God for those who truly 
love Him and who desire to hasten the 
consummation of His purposes. The Lord 
Himself says: “I have set watchmen up- 
on thy walls, O Jerusalem; they shall 
never hold their peace day nor night: ye 
that are the Lord’s remembrancers, take 
ye no rest, and give him no rest, till he 
establish, and till he make Jerusalem a 
praise in the earth” (Isa. 62:6, 7). 

Therefore, “Pray for the peace of Je- 
rusalem: they shall prosper that love thee” 
(Psa. 122:6). Pray for the coming of 
Israel’s Redeemer, the Prince of Peace 
(Isa. 59:20). Pray for Israel (Rom, 10: 
1, 14). To believe and obey God’s truth, 
to pray for His purposes, to give for His 
cause, and to labor as He directs, are 
ways by which His “remembrancers” 
may be links in the chain of divine ac- 
tivity which shall bring to consumma- 
tion God’s holy will and His glorious pur- 
poses for Israel and for the world. 


Israel’s Future Beauty 


The prophet Hosea has a tender word 


THREE 


of exhortation for Israel which is partic- 
ularly appropriate to the closing days of 
this dispensation. We quote from Rother- 
ham’s translation: “Return thou, O Is- 
rael, unto Yahweh thy God, for thou 
hast stumbled by thine iniquity. Take with 
you words, and return to Yahweh; say un- 
to him, Wholly shalt thou take away ini- 
quity. Accept then with favour, and we 
will make good the boldness of our lips.” 
To this confession and petition the Lord 
makes gracious response: “I will heal 
their apostasy, I will love them freely, 
for mine anger hath turned from them. 
I will become as the dew unto Israel, he 
shall break forth as the lily, and he shall 
strike his roots as Lebanon; his branches 
shall spread, that like an olive tree may 
be his fresh beauty” (14:1,2, 4-6). 

Let us consider again the ancient olive 
tree which spoke so beautifully of Him 
whose name is “the Branch.” Viewed 
from a greater distance, the tree, which 
apparently has been dead and “cut off,” 
again shows signs of life and fruitful- 
ness. So shall He who was “cut off” for 
His people cause His life to flourish 
through them. New branches have ap- 
peared upon the old tree, and it has again 
the beauty of fruitfulness. The “fresh 
beauty” of Israel is to be like that of the 
olive tree, says the prophet. 

The beauty of the olive tree is not par- 
ticularly in its outward appearance, for 
it is gnarled and unsymmetrical. It con- 
sists rather in the beauty of fruitfulness 
year after year, So shall it be with Israel. 
“Man looketh on the outward appear- 
ance, but God looketh on the heart,” and 
the beauty which He shall produce in 
His people will be chiefly that of the 
heart. The “fresh beauty” of spiritual life 
and likeness to God will doubtless be re- 
flected in an outward beauty which will 
make Israel a delight to the whole world. 

The oil pressed from the olive berry is 
a wonderful product. It is a most nour- 
ishing food, it is the chief ingredient of 
all soap made in that‘land, and in former 
times it was the only means of illumina- 
tion in the clay lamps. Oil is frequently 
used in Scripture as a symbol of the Holy 
Spirit. When filled with the Spirit, Israel 
is to have a spiritual fruitfulness which 
will give strength, purity, and light for 
all nations. 

“He (God) made him (Israel) to suck 
oil out of the flinty rocks,” sang Moses 
(Deut, 32:13). The figure is understood 
when we learn that the olive tree flourish- 
es best in hard, rocky soil. By means ot 
the hardships which God has permitted 
and will yet permit to come upon Israel, 
He is developing a people after His own 
heart, who shall shine in His image and 
be exalted by His grace. 

We have traced some of the lines of

Moscow: “‘Since the first of the year but- 
ter has declined from 29 to 27 rubles per 
kilo, pork from 20 to 18, beef from 14 to 
11, men’s suits from 425 to 220 and the 
better grade of women’s woolen dresses 
from 485 to 350. According to Moscow 
surveys the average unskilled worker is 
paid 165 rubles monthly, the skilled 
worker 300; thus the yearly pay of an 
unskilled Muscobite equals about 142 
pounds of butter which would sell for 
$42.65 in United States chain stores.” 

These are the conditions that commun- 
ism is trying to force upon America and 
for which some foreign dupes clamor, 
saying, “We want Russian conditions 
here,” i. e., in America. Few people know 
when they are doing well.

JEWISH INVESTMENTS IN 
PALESTINE 





Building, which comprised the largest 
single item in the total $50,000,000 Jew- 
ish investment in the Holy Land in 1934, 
reached a peak figure of $26,500,000. 

Further analysis of this sum showed 
that in Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem and Haifa 

(including Haifa Bay, Neveh Shaanan, 
Bath Gallim and Merkaz Michari), over 
$22,500,000 was spent for construction, 
while the remaining $4,000,000 was ex- 
pended in the colonies. 

In the general field of agriculture it is 
estimated that approximately $9,250,000 
was invested. Analysis of the figures 
shows that it went into the following 
channels: Orange groves which had not 
yet borne fruit at the outset of 1934, 
$4,250,000; groves which are yet to be 
planted, $3,750,000; and mixed farming 
(including loans by the Keren Hayesod 
and PICA for water installation; coloni- 
zation with private capital; and invest- 
ments of old settlers for expansion), $1,- 
250,000. 

Investments in industries and transpor- 
tation involved a total of $7,500,000. Of 
this the so-called ‘Big Three’—the Pales- 
tine Electric Corporation, Palestine Pot- 
ash, and the Nesher Cement Works—put 
in the neighborhood of $1,500,000 into 
the extension of their undertakings. New 
industries launched during the past year, 

according to the American Economic 
Board on Investments, totaled an outlay 
of no less than $2,250,000. 

A further sum of about $1,250,000

66 ND on the morrow, when they 
were come from Bethany, he was 
hungry: and seeing a fig tree afar off 
having leaves, he came, if haply he might 
find anything thereon: and when he came 
to it, he found nothing but leaves; for the 
time of figs was not yet. And Jesus an- 
swered and said unto it, No man eat fruit 
of thee hereafter for ever.” Mk. 11:12-14. 
Let us consider (1) His human nature: 
“He was hungry.” Here He first appears 
entirely in His human relationship to 
mankind, 

(2) The fig tree: It was, in the light 
of Ps. 80:8-11, Hos. 9:10; Lk. 13:6, a 
symbol of Israel brought out of Egypt 
and planted in’ Palestine. This tree had 
been “barked” and laid waste by invading 
enemies, Joel 1:7. It also represented the 
Jewish church, as a nation outcalled. To 
distinguish that it was a fig tree afar off 
marks the perception of Christ as a dis- 
cerner of men’s hearts. This tree standing 
alone, or apart from other trees, was in- 
dicative of t.e Jews as separated trum the 
other nations. It was plainiy in view of 
the Master. It also had an unusual oppor- 
tunity for sunshine and nourishment from 
the soil, so that it should have more aptly 
borne fruit than other fig trees. It is pe- 
culiar to the fig tree, that part of its 
fruit appears before the leaves. Therefore, 
it was but natural that our Lord, seeing 
all the leafy foilage of this tree, expected 
to find some fruit. The Lord was hungry 
and disappointed to find the tree fruitless. 
Then flashed before Him the spiritual fig- 
ure, of how much like this fig tree was 
the Jewish nation. As man, He longed for 
food to satisfy His human hunger, but as 
God the spiritual hunger was greater. He 
desired spiritual fruit, consequently He 
pronounced the curse upon the tree for 
not possessing it. 

A Question 

There is some question as to why the 
fig tree was cursed, if “the time of figs 
was not yet.” The analogy runs thus: 
While most of the fruit ripens in the 
summer, there are often late figs which 
hang on through the winter and ripen 
with the awakening of spring vegetation. 
There should have been some of these fall 
figs remaining on the tree. It was these 
our Master expected to find. 

(3) As God, Christ cursed it for be- 
ing false. Leaves without fruit does not 
run true to nature; nor yet to creative 
purpose. Profession without performance 
will not satisfy the Creator. His expecta- 
tion of fruit was legitimate, and the bar- 


renness was spiritually criminal in result. 

But two conditions can be accounted 
for as to why the tree did not yield fruit. 
The tree becomes barren, either through 
defect of the oily liquor, which the hus- 
bandman cures by “dung and _ sweet 
water” (Lk. 13:7), or, (2) through an 
over-supply of the oil, or sap, which is 
cured by causing the excessive amount 
to be drawn off. The fig tree has in it a 
milky or fat oily liquor, rendering it very 
fruitful. In the Archipeligo trees are 
known to yield as much as 280 pounds 
of figs. The oily sap represents the life 
or the Spirit within the Christian, with- 
out which we cannot bear fruit. The Spir- 
it is life. Therefore, because, of a short- 
age of it, we are rendered weak and help- 
less. An excessive amount, not properly 
used, tends to fanaticism, which also ren- 
ders the Christian fruitless. What Christ 
desires in us is the Spirit of truth, which 
always acts true to the nature or work 
of the Spirit. What led to the curse of the 
fruitless fig tree was hypocrisy. The same 
is true of the Jewish church, of which 
it was a symbol. It passed over “judgment 
and the love of God; these ought ye to 
have done, and not to leave the other un- 
done, Lk. 11:42. 

Time of Figs Was Not Yet 

It was too early for the spring figs 
which ripen from June to August. How- 
ever, as previously explained, there was 
bonifide reason for expectation of fruit. 
The atonement had not yet been made by 
Christ, to give to Jew and Gentile the 
gospe! of salvation, by which the Jew 
might enter fully into life and bear fruit 
unto God. Yet, that Jesus expected 
fulfillment of the law, was evident. While 


they had omitted “judgment and the love 


of God,” “these,” said He, “ye ought to 
have done and not have left the other 
undone;” i. e., tithing and, in fact, a 
complete fulfillment of the law. Till 
heaven and earth pass, one jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, 
till all be fulfilled,” Matt. 5:18. Accord- 
ing to Lk. 13:6, Christ had sought fruit 
on this vineyard “these years” and found 
none: yet, all had been done for it that 
could have been done, Isa. 5:2-4. The 
Jewish temple stood bedecked with its 
zolden dome; within were performed rites 
and ceremonies, with outward pomp and 
show: yet, with all this lip service there 
was no real worship; “their heart is far 
from me.” The cursing of the fig tree 
followed the official presentation and re- 
jection of the king by the rulers of Is-

rael. Mk. 11:1-11. 

The time for the fruitfulness of “oth- 
er trees,” or the Gentiles as they stood in 
relationship to the Jews, was not yet; yet, 
there should have been an acceptance of 
their Messiah which would have united 
the old fruit of the law with the mature 
fruit of the gospel, which was soon to 
follow. The fruit sought by our Savior 
was called “anything.” He did not expect 
perfect fruit, yet the Jews should have 
profited by their spiritual privileges, and 
borne the fruit of faith, in looking for 
and accepting their Messiah. 

Curse Limited 

The tree dried up from the roots; i. e., 
it withered away from the roots up. The 
root was not dead, Rom. 11:18. However, 
to be fruitless is to wither away. The tree 
needed pruning, a treatment of fertilizer, 
etc., to make it fruitful. “Let no man eat 
fruit of thee for ever” should be read 
“Let no man eat fruit of thee for the 
age;” i. e., until after the church age has 
run its course, then the national life of Is- 
rael will be revived. This is in view in 
Matt. 24:32; Rom. 11:23. They were 
blinded until the fulness of the Gentiles 
be come in. After that they shall be graft- 
ed in again, if they continue not in unbe- 
lief. 

The Higher Ideal 

The higher ideals of Christ are shown 
forth in what followed: 1. He purified 
the temple. There was where failure was 
most apparent. 2. He instructed them as 
to the real purpose of it. It was “‘a house 
of prayer for all nations.” In cursing the 
fig tree He proved His creative authority 
as well as authority over material things. 
3. He gave example of faith in God by 
His action. His admonishment followed, 
“Have faith in God.” What had resulted 
in a curse of the Jewish nation, was a lack 
of that which Christ displayed when He 
cursed the symbol of it. 

Present-Day Conditions 

How much like that fruitless fig tree 
are professed Christians of today, As the 
Jew claimed to be the seed of Abraham, 
so do men claim Christian profession. As 
the children of faith were accounted fo- 
the seed, even so it is yet, Gal. 3:7. Many 
churches of today stand adorned with 
massive architectural structure, in varied 
forms and types, much like the Jewish 
temple. Today, instead of the “habitation 
of the Spirit”, we in our mechanical way 
of program and preaching make a full dis- 
play of leaves; but where is the fruit? To 
bear fruit there must be growth in spir- 
itual things. 

The question was asked, “Why cum- 
bereth it the ground?” Lk. 13:7. More 
severe are the words of the Master, “Ev- 
ery branch in me that beareth not fruit

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Sanctification 


A WORK OF GRACE 
By Walter Awood Meador 
Introduction 


N attempting to sum up briefly the 

evidence of sanctification, a second 
benefit, or work of grace, I approach the 
subject with a prayer for wisdom, and 
the priceless virtue of humility, and with 
nothing but love in my heart for our 
many dissenting brethren. 

Most ct our readers will, I believe, 
agree that we must attain entire sancti- 
fication, commonly called holiness, some - 
where, sometime, in the scheme of things, 
in order to be able to stand before the 
Lord when He comes, and to inherit a 
portion of the land of His Kingdom. 

Some men were arguing against sanc- 
tification in a country store, and a sinner 
friend, hearing them, became disgusted. 
He knew nothing about the subject, of 
course, as “the carnal mind is not sub- 
ject to God and neither indeed can be,” 
saith the Lord, but he had heard it preach- 
ed and he had confidence in the preacher. 
He bought a reference Bible, and a tablet 
and pencil; he decided, he said, to “read 
the Bible through, and every place I 
found holiness, or sanctification in it to 
write it down.’ He came into the store 
a few davs later, and the subject came up 
again; he told his experience in these 
words: “I filled my tablet plumb full, 
and I aint half through the Bib’e yet.” 

Christians do not disagree upon sancti- 
fication so much as you. might think; 
what they do disagree most about is the 
HOW and WHEN, and the WHERE in 
their Christian experience it is obtained; 
and it is in regard to some of the recorded 
evidences of it found in the Bible that I 
would write. Volumes could be written 
about the wonder working powers of God 
in the “experiences” of sanctified Chris- 
tians as have been recounted by hundreds 
of thousands of God’s saints in the various 
sanctified movements, and their TESTI- 
MONY (Jno. 17:20) is to be BELIEVED 
and received, but in this article we must 
adhere more closely to the record. 

To sanctify, means: to cleanse; to set 
apart for holy use; and, to make holy. 
Some of these definitions apply to one 
thing, and some another, but ALL of 
them apply to the blood-washed saint. 
Some will accept one of them, and some 
another, but the true saint of God ac- 
cepts them all. 

Types 

There are many types, or parable pic- 
tures of sanctification in the Bible. In- 
deed, we find no Bible types of salvation 
quite complete without it. Sanctification, 
the one thing which all agree is absolute- 
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ly necessary to stand before the Lord, is 
so cleverly hidden,and concealed from Sa- 
tan, that we must often look closely, and 
search deeply in an attitude of meekness 
and prayer in order to see it, but if we 
truly hunger and thirst after God and His 
holiness, we will always find it. No doubt, 
many people, living and dead, have pos- 
sessed sanctification and did not know 
what to call it. It is for all who obey the 
Word and walk by faith all the way. 

“See, saith the Lord, that thou make 
all things according to the pattern shewed 
thee in the mount.” (Heb. 8:5).And, “the 
law, having a shadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never with those sacrifices 
which they offered year by year contin- 
ually make the comers thereunto per- 
fect,” (Heb, 10:1), and Jesus said, ‘Be 
ye therefore perfect.” 

Some of the types are corn, wine, and 
oil; corn for strength, wine for joy, and 
oil to make our faces to shine; portraying 
justification by faith, sanctification that 
brings joy, and the Holy Ghost that 
makes us literally shine for God. “T will 
give you the rain of the land in due sea- 
son, the first rain, and the latter rain, 
that thou mayest gather in thy corn, and 
thy wine, and thine of! (Deuteromy 11: 
14). 

The first rain in “due season” fell on 
Pentecost; the Jaffer rain of the Spirit !s 
falling NOW, and if you want your por- 
tion in this land of joy vou had better get 
under it with bared head, clean heart, and 
prayerful lips while it yet falls here below, 
and the angels above are singing, 

“Showers of blessings, 

Showers of blessings we need; 
Mercy drops ’round us are falling, 
Oh for the showers we plead.” 

The Exodus, from Egypt to Canaan, is 
2 picture of our common salvation. Is- 
rael was in bondage of sin to Pharaoh, 
type of Satan. Moses is a type of the law, 
and their baptism unto him in the cloud 
s a type of the Holy Ghost, and in the 
sea a type of John’s baptism, the herald 
of Jesus (1 Cor. 10:3). Their wanderings 
in the wilderness of sin is a picture of the 
wer d when Jesus came, and of our mil- 
lions of unsanctified brethren in the 
church of todav. 

When Joshua came, a type of Jesus 
bringing the gospel of grace to supplant 
Moses and the Law, the first sermon he 
preached was, “Sanctify yourselves for 
TOMORROW the Lord will do wonders 
(miracles) among you” (Josh. 3:5), and 
the first message of Jesus was, “Blessed 
are the poor in spirit; for theirs IS the 
kingdom of heaven” (Matt. 5:3). 

The blessed sanctified are empty, swept 
clean, and garnished with the joy of the 
Lord (Matt. 12:44), ready for the Holy 
Ghost which is the “filling.” 

“Blessed are the meek: for they shall 
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inherit the earth,” said our Lord, and they 
who have INHERITANCE are “‘sancti- 
fied by faith in him” (Acts 26:18). 
Glory to God. 

“Take my yoke upon you and /earn of 
me,” saith the Lord, (Matt. 11:29), “for 
I am meek”—-sanctified (Jno. 17:19)— 
“and lowly in heart”—justified, (Prov. 
3:34) he giveth grace unto the lowly — 
“and ye shall find rest”—the Holy Ghost 
(Isa. 28:11-12)— “unto your souls.” 


Elijah and Elisha 

Elijah, spiritually interpreted, means: 
God, and Elisha means: “God’s salva- 
tion.” “And it came to pass when the 
Lerd would take Elijah into heaven by a 
whirlwind, that Elisha went with Elijah 
from Gi gal” (2 Kings 2), the first camp 
of the Israelites and a ¢ype of our justi- 
fication, “And Elijah said unto Elisha, 
Tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lord has 
sent to Bethel,” called “Holy Place” — 
built on the site of Jacob’s stone altar 
where he consecrated his life to God, and 
promised to tithe all his increase if God 
would bless him; type of sanctification. 
“And Elisha said unto him, As the Lord 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. So they went to Bethel. He 
was NOT raptured (with sanctification) 
from Bethel, but had to go to Jericho and 
and over Jordan; he had to have the 
(type) Holy Ghost.

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Above is the picture of Kentucky’s state tabernacle just 
now being completed. If you could see the opposite side you 
would get the same view that you here have. The big taber- 
nacle stands one hundred feet each way and the roof is so sup- 
ported that it only has two posts in the interior. It has two 
large double doors and two single doors, thirty-seven large 
windows about five feet wide, hinged on pivots and push out 
at bottom and in at the top, making it a well ventilated build- 
ing. The wall which is four hundred feet around, is pine logs 
carefully selected from a fine pine forest and set up right on 
a substantial, concrete wall, with spikes holding them firmly 
in place. Between these logs is concreted inside and out. The 
concrete is white and the logs neately painted maroon, the in- 
side and out having the same finish. The wood shingle roof is 
three double and so stained and treated as to make it last 
possibly half a century or more. 

In this fine tabernacle, which is valued at $10,000 with its 
almost two acres of ground within the city limits of the beau- 
tiful little city of Somerset, Ky., of about six thousand inhabi- 
tants, the state convention will convene August 22-25. Our 
General Overseer and wife, Rev. and Mrs. S. W. Latimer: 
Supt. of Education, J. H. Walker; and other visiting brothers 
and sisters from distant states, are expected to be in attend- 
ance. 

We have about ninety churches in Kentucky, with a mem- 
bership of approxiniately 3,500, and one hundred preachers. 
The majority of our ministers should be in attendance, and 
many of the laity. 

The Louisville Brass Band, Barbourville String Band, The 
Mountain Boomer Quartet, some good Bible School quartet, 
and other singers and musicians, are expected to entertain this 





great on-coming gathering. 

It has been our custom in Kentucky for the local church 
to entertain the delegates free of charge from year to year, 
but now our conventions have grown so large and from the 
fact it is now being established at one place and expected to 
grow each year hereafter, as our General Assembly has grown, 
it is beyond even thinking of the good people of Somerset tak- 
ing care of the throngs that will attend these conventions, 
but the people here will welcome you. We expect to give every 
one who comes a free bed, and have made arrangements with 
the Newtonia Hotel to feed all the delegates on cut rates. They 
are well prepared for cooking and serving and are only a few 
minutes’ walk from the tabernacle. They will give you a good 
meal for 25 cents. 

= he day service will begin at 19:00 a. m. and close at 2:00 
p. m. Breakfast will be served from 7:00 a. m. to 9:00 a. m. 
and pee from 2:30 p. m. until 4:30 p. m., so you can come 
and eat your dinner Thursday before services which begin at 
7:00 p. m., eat two meals per day and stay until the convention 
closes at 2:00 p. m. Sunday and get a chicken dinner before 
you go home and your total expenses while in Somerset will be 
only $1.75. 

In later years better conveniences will be made for the dele- 
gates, but this is the best we can do this time. Remember we 
have worked hard for about one year to build what we believe 
to be the finest state tabernacle in the Church of God, and 
without question the finest state parsonage, with only a small 
debt on them, which we hope to lift by January 15th.

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IS IT NOTHING TO YOU?

My burden and cry is for China and 
that others will pray with me. 

“Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass 
by?” Lam. 1:12. “And they that passed 
by reviled him, wagging their heads.” 
Matt. 27:39, 

Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass by? 
Is it nothing to you, O Church of the 
living God, that China lies in sorrow, 
sickness, famine and nakedness, unclothed 
wichout that matchless white garment of 
“righteousness” that you wear? In dark- 
ness, death and hell, without our Jesus, 
the resurrection and the life! 

Is it nothing to you, O ye saints of 
God, that Chinese mothers weep and wail 
over the graves of their little ones as 
they go out into the darkness of—they 
know not what or where? Is it nothing 
to you, O ye intercessors, that your 
prayers would bring Jesus the adorable 
Son of God, the great Light of the world, 
into their black night of ignorance and 
sin and woe? 

Is it nothing to you, that little girl 
babies are thrown away and little sick 
ones are burned to death to keep the evil 
spirits of the disease from entering into 
the rest of the family? 

Is it nothing to you that only a few 
of China’s milions have ever heard of 
the name of Jesus, and that they are 
bound in darkness of superstition, fears 
and terror of Satan, and they try all kinds 
of charms and arts to deceive him, in 
vain? 

Is it nothing to you that the Chinese 
women have knots formed, or little 
bumps come in their necks, through fear 
and terror that their husbands will be “‘Ja 
fu,” taken and compelled by the soldiers 
to carry their luggage, as they stay in a 
city a little while and then move to an- 
other? These Chinese farmers have not 
been developed to bear burdens as the 
coolies, and the muscees of the coolies 
have not been deve’oped to be farmers, 
so they break down under the burdens 
and drop by the wayside, often never to 
return to their homes again. 

In Wanshien we had just entered the 
gate of the wall around our Chinese 
house and before entering the chapel we 
heard a knock and we ran to open the big 
doors. As we threw them open there was 
a group of poor frightened farmers with 
shovels and hoes, all huddled together and 
crying out, “la fu.’ We knew the sol- 
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diers were after them and hurried them 
in and closed and locked the gates, hid 
their hoes and things in the gate house 
and took them into the chapel. We told 
them that Jesus would keep and protect 
them from the soldiers as they had fled 
to Him for refuge. It was Nov. 2, my 
birthday, and I had asked Jesus to give 
me some souls for my birthday present 
and here they were. We prayed and told 
them to cry to Jesus to help them and 
we sang His sweet songs and told them 
of Him. The soldiers tried to get in, they 
beat at the doors and then walked away 
as the Chinese officials had put a notice 
on the door threatening any one that mo- 
lested or injured our American mission. 
The farmers waited till dark and then 
went home safely as the “name of the 
Lord is a strong tower; the righteous run- 
eth into it, and is safe” (set aloft, mar- 
gin). Prov. 18:10. They found Jesus was 
a very present help in trouble, a real city 
of refuge as of old. Psa, 46:1. 

Is it nothing to you that little, wee, 
brown lassies’ feet are bound so they can- 
not grow any larger, and they cry out in 
great agony and anguish as the little feet 
try to grow with the rest of the body and 
cannot, as all the toes are bent under ex- 
cept the big toe so she can wear the little 
Chinese shoes after she is a grown woman. 
Is it nothing to you, that when Jesus 
comes into their lives the little feet can 
grow big like the American girls, and the 
men are taught to marry the Chinese 
women with big feet as God made them? 

Is it nothing to you that they still cut 
holes in their heads, or body to let the evil 
spirits out wherever the ache or pain is? 
What sweet news it is for them to hear 
that Jesus can and will gladly and wiil- 
ingly heal them of every pain, ache and 
sickness. 

Is it nothing to you that the Chinese 
girls and women are still thrown aside 
if they do not bear sons to their husbands, 
and another wife taken, and her life is 
not worth living and she takes matches 
or opium to end it? 

You may say that the American .1ews- 
papers are continua!ly and turever fiilea 
with murders, suicides, kidnapings, sins, 
sorrows and deaths as terrible as in China. 
Yes, but they are without excuse as Je- 
sus is here to save, and they will not hear, 
they do not want Him and turn their 
backs upon the light that streams forth 
in this !and of the light of the gospel of 
Christ Jesus. In China they have no light, 
no gospel, no true God; only idols, and 
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ancestral worship to turn to and when 
they hear of Jesus they do turn to Him, 
from their darkness to His marvelous 
light. 

Is it nothing to you that the Chinese 
women walk up high hills and mountains 
on their poor little bound feet, to burn 
incense at the idol temple and pray to the 
idols to give them little boy babies and to 
heal their sick, or whatever they need? 

They have an ancestral tablet in their 
homes which is two slabs of wood, or 
stone put together, where their ancestors 
or the spirits of their parents or grand- 
parents are supposed to be, and they wor- 
ship them by “ko tow” or bowing down 
on their knees and knocking their heads 
on the floor in front of the tablet. This 
also is their marriage ceremony. 

Is it nothing to you, that opium holds 
millions of the Chinese bound? That dead- 
ly, sweet, sickening smell comes forth as 
they smoke the little, soft, round, black 
ball in long-stemmed and small-bowled 
pipes which destroys the body and drags 
the soul to hell. Is it nothing to you, that 
Jesus can set them free, and we have seen 
some delivered and they have become 
mighty evangelists in China—saved and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost? 

Is it nothing to you, that the Chinese 
women never see whom they are to marry 
till the day they are married. The little, 
red, satin sedan chair of the bridegroom 
goes to her home and brings her to his 
and she rides in her red satin closed sedan 
chair ahead of him. For the first and only 
time in her life she goes ahead of the man 
and when they arrive the bridesroom gets 
out of his chair and unlocks her door and 
then he sees the bride for the first time 
as he lifts her veil. Men are everything 
and women are nothing in China. She 
does not know anything and does not try 
to know anything. She is not supposed 
to know anything. They never appear on 
the street together or eat together. 

Is it nothing to you, what a change 
Jesus brings to their sad, empty lives? 
They are taught that Jesus loves them 
and they learn His sweet songs and are 
made happy and some become Bible wom- 
en who carry the glorious news to others. 
They will walk miles on their tiny feet 
to hear the sweet, matchless story of the 
cross and of Jesus, who is their great Bur- 
den-Bearer. China is a land of graves of 
the dead and filled with burdens, sorrows, 
suffering, and fears of the living. How 
sweet to them is the gospel messace, the 
glad tidings of great joy which shall be 
to all people. “How beautiful are the feet 
of them that preach the gospel of peace, 
and bring glad tidings of good things,” 
Rom. 10:15. Here it is in Isa. 52:7: 
“How beautifu! upon the mountains are 
the feet of him that bringeth good tid- 
ings, that publisheth peace; that bring- 
eth good tidings of good, that publish-

eth salvation; that saith unto Zion, Thy 
God reigneth!” These are the evangelists 
and missionaries. How beautiful are those 
that travail and intercede and weep and 
pray; they are the “watchmen of Zion.” 
“Thy watchmen shall lift up the voice; 
with the voice together shall they sing; 
for they shall see eye to eye, when the 
Lord shall bring again Zion,” Isa. 52:7, 8. 

My heart is broken and my soul in 
agony, and for years I have wept, cried, 
and sobbed for my beloved China. Who 
will help me pray? Will you pray, be- 
loved, that the Church of God will send 
forth laborers into that great, neglected 
harvest field of our God? Is it nothing 
to you, all you redeemed ones? Is it noth- 
ing to you that Jesus died for them and 
that He wept and prayed too and was 
spit upon, despised, rejected, and wounded 
unto death, and His life blood flowed and 
was poured out for them as well as you? 

Is it nothing to you, all that are sanc- 
tified, that the blood of the martyrs still 
cries out from that land and that the 
Spirit of God grieves and mourns through 
those whose hearts are perfect toward 
Him, for those that are lost in that dark 
land of sin? Is it nothing to you, precious 
baptized ones, that He waits to intercede, 
weep, mourn, and groan through you for 
them? Rom. 8:26. Is it nothing to you, 
all ye that pass by, that when He prays 
through you the load of the missionaries 
is lightened and the message of light goes 
through as the Spirit reveals and gives 
them understanding in answer to your 
prayer? 

I love you, dear Church of God, but 
you must have missionaries in the foreign 
fields. “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
Mark 16:15. “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations,” Matt. 28:19, is His last 
command and He will bless the home 
fields as you pray and sacrifice and send, 
as He promised, “And lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the world,”

prophecy converging in the coming of 
our Lord and the momentous events with 
which this age shall terminate. We have 
seen from the present-day fulfillments of 
many of these prophecies that the ap- 
pointed time is drawing near. 

A blessed hope has been given to the 
true children of God, a hope of escape 
from the horrors of the Great Tribulation 
with which this dispensation shall close. 
“For the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven, with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first; then we that are alive, that are left, 
shall together with them be caught up in 
the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air; 
so shall we ever be with the Lord. Where- 
fore comfort one another with these 
words” (1 Thess. 4:16-18). Before the 
great judgment broke upon the earth, 
God provided a shelter for His faithful 
people in the ark. (Gen. 6:8). He will 
likewise spare His own from the out- 
pouring of His righteous wrath against 
sin at the close of the present age. 

“But take heed to yourselves, lest haply 
your hearts be overcharged with surfeit- 
ing, and drunkenness, and cares of this 
life, and that day come on you suddenly 
as a snare; for so shall it come upon all 
them that dwell on the face of the earth. 
But watch ye at every season, making 
supplication, that ye may prevail to 
escape al] these things that shall come 
to pass, and to stand before the Son of 
man” (Luke 21:34-36). 

There is, then, a wonderful way of 
escape for “whosoever will . . . .ake the 
water of life freely.” Jew and Gentile 
may trust in the Savior, become a part 
of “the church which is his body,” and 
look forward, not to the fearful Tribu- 
lation, but to the “upward calling of God 
in Christ Jesus.” “How shall we escape 
if we neglect so great a salvation?” (Heb. 
a2.) 

But what shall be our present attitude 
toward the unbelieving who will escape 
that awful time? Shall believers be con- 
tent with rejoicing in God’s provision 
for their own safety and_ blessedness? 
Shall they not rather share thelove of their 
Lord and seek to reach a lost and per- 
ishing humanity?

Israel must be prepared for the 
great ministry of evangelism which she 
is to exercise among the nations after the 
rapture of the true Church (Zech. 8:13; 
Micah 5:7; Matt. 24:14; Rev. 7). The 
superlative gifts of the Chosen Nation 
are to be directed to the successful preach- 
ing of the Gospel in every nation of earth, 
with the result that out of every tribe 
and nation during the tribulation time 
shall come a multitude which no man can 
number of those who wash their robes 
and make them white in the blood of the 
Lamb.

was invested in enlargement of existing 
enterprises other than the aforemention- 
ed ‘Big Three’. Investment in transpor- 
tation, including purchase of public and 
private motor vehicles, reached an esti- 
mated total of $2,500,000. 

In addition to the figures given above, 
the sum of $6,750,000 was invested in 
purchases of lands from Arabs, in public 
works in cities and towns, and in the 
trades, available surveys indicated. 

This last amount, added to those pre- 
viously listed, concerning which more 
exact and detailed information was ob- 
tainable, brought Jewish investment in 
Palestine during 1934 to an approxi- 
mate grand total of $50,000,000,—News 
Sheet in Jewish Missionary Magazine.

THE PERSECUTING BEAST 


“And it was given unto him to make 
war with the saints, and to overcome 
them: and power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations,” Rev. 
13:7. Such power will be delegated to 
the beast by submission on the part of 
federated nations during the reign of the 
Antichrist. That an attempt by the Nazi 
party, working within the U. S. A., to 
persecute Jews and Catholics in New 
York, is indicative to the extent this 
power will be accepted and used and that 
the destroyer is on his way. Protests aris- 
ing within official circles in Washington 
may bring some results. The state depart- 
ment has spoken out for “religious free- 
dom and liberty.”

A BOBBED AGE 

The time in which we are living might 
well be called ‘The bobbed age.” We 
have bobbed hair and bobbed sleeves. We 
have a bobbed Church and a bobbed Bible. 
The Bible has been bobbed or shorn of its 
meaning and the Church has been shorn 
of her sipiritual power. We used to think 
that where the Bible says let “women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel,” 1 
Tim. 2:9, it meant that Christian women 
should dress modestly, but judging from 
appearances, people no longer believe the 
Bible on this point. Such teaching is out 
of date. Still we hear a great deal about 
their belief in the old-time religion. 

For nineteen hundred years Christian 
people have believed the Bible taught that 
women should have long hair and the 
poet has written of woman’s long hair as 
her “crowning glory,” and none question-~ 
ed that long hair for women is Scriptu- 
ral. They believed this because the Bible 
teaches it in First Corinthians 11:14,15. 
Now, it seems, people have found Bible 
teaching to be at fault on this point, and 
it is all right for Christian women, even 
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ministers’ wives and daughters, Sunday 
School teachers and all, to cut off their 
hair. Long hair is not a glory to her as 
the Bible says it is, but a thing to be des- 
pised and to be rid of, and Christian 
women are spending thousands of pounds 
a year to rid themselves of the very thing 
the Bible says is a glory to them. 

When God’s own people deliberately 
ignore the teachings of His Word, is it 
any wonder there is a spiritual famine 
over the land? 

Still folks wonder why we cannot have 
genuine revivals where the presence and 
power of God are felt and seen. The Lord 
has not promised to bless His people when 
they disregard His Word and deliberately 
sin. Listen to His Word: 

“The Lord’s hand is not shortened that 
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it cannot save; neither His ear heavy, that 
it cannot hear; but your iniquities have 
separated between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid His face from you, 
that He will not hear” (Isa. 59:1, 2). 

“If My people, which are called by My 
Name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek My face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from Heav- 
en, and will forgive their sins, and will 
heal their land” (II Chron. 7:14). 

“The eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, and His ears are open unto 
their prayers: but the face of the Lord is 
against them that do evil” (I Peter 3:12). 

“He that turneth away his ear from 
hearing the Law, even his prayer shall 
be abomination” (Prov. 28:9). — The 
Elim Evangel.

he taketh away,” Jno. 15:2. The church, 
with a flickering flame of light, has been 
admonished by Christ to “repent, and do 
thy first works; or else I will come again 
unto thee quickly, and will remove thy 
candlestick except thou repent,” Rev. 

Christ holds the churches in His 
hand. This was also true of the Jewish 
nation. He, by His own right, may re- 
move them when they no longer serve 
His purpose.

that they might have my JOY fulfilled 
in themselves,” prayed Jesus (Jno. 17: 
13). And, having all power in heaven and 
earth (Matt. 28:18), He lead them out 
as far as to Bethany, and lifted up His 
hands and blessed them, before He was 
parted from thent and ascended into heav- 
en, and “they returned to Jerusalem with 
GREAT JOY” (Luke 24:52), which was 
one evidence that He prayed they might 
have in their sanctification. Yes, sancti- 
fication is more than “just a little shout,” 
but the ‘‘shout”’ goes along with it, praise 
the Lord. And “they were CONTIN- 
UALLY in the temple praising and bless- 
ing God” (Luke 24:53), after their sanc- 
tification, praise the Lord. Everything 
must have a BEGINNING, a starting 
place, and Mt. Olivet, Sabbath day’s 
journey from Jerusalem on the east, where 
the Lord ascended into heaven ten days 
BEFORE Pentecost, is the TIME, and the 
PLACE, where Jesus’ disciples were first 

sanctified of record.
